Rupert’s Zoo Lady defends her menagerie

RUPERT - Like Noah, Myrtle Kelly is 
sheltering animals of every species: dogs, 
cats, peacocks, badgers, skunks, ducks, 
rabbits, roosters, pigeons, monkeys and 
tunics.' 

But unlike Noah, the 69-ycar-old woman 
has taken in dozens of some of these ^ 
animals instead of just two. -And instead.of 
the solitude of Mount Ararat, Kelly has 
nei^b^ in Rupert.

• Neighbora who are split about whether 
the Rupert Zoo Lady, as they call her, and 
her animals should stick around or leave • 
town. 

Either way, Kelly’s critters have sparked 
controversy in town for years. 

Some neighbors are supportive of'hcr 
flock of fowl and pack of hounds. Others 
are angry. 

“This is the most annoying thing. We 
like to open the windows to cool tbe house 
off but it is either too noisy or it smells tw 
much," neighbor Kim Belliston said. "This 
is a public nuisance. Neighbors should 
have the right to live in peace and quiet. 
Instead the nei^bore have been victims for 
so mahy years.” 

Other neighbors suggest that the animals 
are the victims. 

“Myrtle can’t possibly give all of those 
animals a quality life,” former neighbor 
Shirley Lconi said. “The Humane Society 
should be involved in this." 

“Those animals need more than food. 
They need exercise and a clean 
environment," Belliston said. 

Animal feces and garbage surround ewh 
of the animals. Some dogs peer out of a 
small square hole in their cardboard homes. 
A few day-old kittens scamper amidst the 
empty milk cartons, fallen branches and 
debris. • 

At times neighbors have seen the 
animals on short leashes in the same

Poorest nations hurt Ijjy gulf crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tlic 
world’s poorest notions suffered fi- 
nancial .setbacks last year, com- 
pounded by the economic shocks 
from the Persian . Gulf crisis, the 
World Bank said Sunday. 

In its annual report, the 155-na- 
tion lending agency said ovcr^l 
economic growth in ihft Third 
World edged up 2.3 percent in 1990. 
the worst showingiince 1982.

when the weak growth was mea- 
sured against population increases 
in the developing tuttions. the report

Per capita' income rose just 0.2 
percent in 1990. compared to gains 
of 2 percent in 1988 and I percent 
in 1989 in the Third world. 

The poor economic showing was 
blamed on many factors, including 
the spillover effect ’from the c<»- 
nomic slowdown in rich industrial 
countries and a disturbing slow- 
down in the growth of world trade. 

But the report said many of jlic 
shocks came from the turmoil asso- 
ciated with Iraq’s invasion of 
Kuwait, which sent oil prices soar-

Indians want 
protection 
for peyote use 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ameri- 
can Indian leaders say laws and 
Supreme Court decisions that stop 
them from using the drug peyote or 
from hunting eagles are a threat to 
religious freedom. 

Tliey are calling on Congress to 
step in and protect their rights. 

"Many of the endangered tribal 
— rcilgTdirsffimnfy'drsChiCirhave'SUf- 
fered from a long history of reli- 
gious suppression ... are placed in 
great jeopardy." said Walter Echo- 
Hawk. an ationiey for the Native 
American Kigiits Fund. 

Edio-Hawk helped write legisla- 
tion that would guarantee Indians 
their right to use peyote, let them 
kill eagles for ceremonial feathers 
and make it easier to protect their 
sacred sites from development.
